g r e a t p u b l i c m e e t i n g . 
On the 4th o f March 1834. 
T he largest meeting o f the democratic citizens 
ever held in the city and county of Philadelphia, 
took place on Independence Square, on Tuesday, 
4th March—the Hon. G e o r g e M . D a l l a s , pre­ 
siding, assisted by the following gentleman as 
Vice Presidents:

Thompson, who nominated the Hon. George M. 
Dallas as President. 
Mr. Dallas organized the 
meeting, and opened with an eloquent address. 
Mr. Charles J. lngersoll, from the Committee ap­ 
pointed for that purpose, otfered the following 
resolutions, prefaced by some spirited and appro­ 
priate remarks.

parties agreeing in nothing hut opposition to the 
present administration, have seized on the public 
uneasiness which the close of its charter occa­ 
sions, exaggerated by panic and clamour, to over­ 
throw the General Government and usurp its 
place.

Resolved, therefore, That the j§SR9...Row 
tion of then- choice, or a coalition ot defeated 
parties, taking advantage of momentary distress, 
shall rule the country, there is every reason why 
all good citizens should rally to the President, thus 
besieged bv means of want and sovereign—and 
that we will, without hesitation, throw ourselves 
between him and all such assailants, determined 
rather to suffer for a time, than submit to sucli 
compulsion.

Resolved, That paper money, hank credits, 
and stocks are not the sources or reliances ot 
American republican prosperity; but that the

R esolved, T h at the F ederal C onstitution, 
by em pow ering Congress to coin m oney, regulate 
th e value thereof, and o f foreign coin, never an ­ 
ticipated any other than a hard m oney currency ; 
and that the unconvertible, fictitious paper substi­ 
tu tes, th at since the deplorable exam ple of E ng­ 
land.W hich we are [always too prone to follow , 
have becom e cu rren t as a circu latin g m edium , 
trench upon one of the clearest provisions ot th a t 1 
C onstitu tio n , being violative ol its spirit, it not 
the very le tte r, and still more d etrim en tal to pro­ 
perty, industry and m orality, than to the c u rre n ­ 
cy w hich they have contam inated. 
If by indul- 
•H>nce and inveterate habit, R anks, as elem ents of 
cred it and circu latio n , may becom e so m uch a 
part and lot o f American business, as to be indis 
nensahle. th ey are like fire and w ater, only useful 
as subordinate agents, but destructive w henever 
they «rain th e m astery.— R esolved, therefore, th at 
no B a n k , w h eth er of a S tate, or th e U nited S tates, 
should be allow ed to regulate our property, m uch 
less endanger our liberties, and th at a struggle be­ 
tw een a B ank, and th e G overnm ent, should rally 
us to support our own servants, against those who 
ought to he thiers.

9. Resolved , That th« meeting of our democra­ 
tic fellow citizens lately held in this place, by no 
means represented either the numbers or the sen­ 
timents of the Democratic party, friends of the 
national and state administration; and that the 
meetings of our political opponents which boasted 
of upwards often thousand signatures to a memo­ 
rial from the city and county of Philadelphia, 
also sjroke the voice of a minority of the citizens 
of Philadelphia, by whom more than twenty-three 
thousand votes were given at the late general elec­ 
tion. 
10. Resolved That Governor Wolfe's late mes­ 
sage to the Legislature of Pennsylvania, proves 
him to he a fearless and independent patriot, 
worthy to fill the chief magistracy of this com­ 
manding commonwealth, whose free citizens, if 
unable to maintain their principles under some 
temporary pressure and privation, would not de­ 
serve the blessings they enjoy.

The following resolution was offered by Mr. Freder­ 
ick Stoever. 
Whereas, this meeting do highly approve of the pro­ 
ceedings and cottduet of the Government Directors of 
the United States Bank, in watching and guarding the 
stock of seven millions, held by the government in said 
Bank, and in endeavohring to prevent the president of 
said Bank, and the stockholder directors from squander­ 
ing part of said stock in bribing partisan editors and 
others, and whereas the said Government Directors for 
their fidelity and good conduct, have been renominated 
by the President of the United States to the Sen ite, and 
the Senate have refused their approbation, and the gov­ 
ernment have now no person in said Hank to represent 
them and guard tbe said seven millions of stock, which 
may now he squandered by the Hank without any con­ 
trol or knowledgi to the governm ent, Therefore be it 
Resolved, T hat this meeting reccomtnend to Con­ 
gress to pass a law, to authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to sell the whole of the seven millions of Stock

e«l to loan tiie proceeds of said sale to the Depository 
Banks at 5 per cent, per annum, until the present pres 
sure is removed, occasioned by the unnecessary curtail­ 
ment of the United States Bank. 
Alter the above resolutions were read, and mm mm aux­ 
in adopted, the meeting was addressed by Richard Hush, 
Esq. in an animated and animating speech, which was 
listened to with the deepest attention and heartily res­ 
ponded to. 
The following resolution was offered by Col. John 
Thompson, and unanimously adopted: 
Resolved, That this meeting highly approve the firm, 
manly, ami decided conduct of tl|e Representative trona 
the first Congressional District, the lion. Joel H. Suth­ 
erland, in the great struggle now going on between the 
jieople, and the great monied corporation whose desper­ 
ate efforts to accomplish its own porpetuity, and fasten 
permanently its claims upon the people, are now agitat­ 
ing the community—a firmness and devotion to popular 
rights, and republican principles the more honourable to 
him, and grateful to us, from the circumstance, that of 
the four persons who immediately represent us in the 
national councils, he alone inflexibly maintains the prin­ 
ciples of Jefferson, Madsen and Jackson—1798 and Isl2. 
The following resolution was offered by Colonel 
Roumfort; 
Whereas, The Councils of Philadelphia elected by 
the same party, who are now so strenuously advocating 
the Bank of the United States, at the expense of the 
whole community, have directlv violated both the spirit 
and the letter of the will of our late aged and venerable 
•fellow citizen, Stephen Girard, by adopting and carrying 
into execution a plan for a “ Grecian Temple,” in total 
contradiction to the expressed will of the Testator, and 
which will not only consume a great part of tiie fund of 
two million of dollars devoted to the erection and main­ 
tenance of a College for the education of “ Poor YY bite 
Male Orphans,” but must delay the benefits of this 
valuable institution for many years. Therefore, 
Resolved, That this meeting deeply impressed with 
the necessity ol an immediate re me tty lieing applied to 
this breach of a sacred trust, created not merely for the 
benefit of the citizens of Philadelphia, or of Pennsylva­ 
nia, but of other States, do respectfully request the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania, as the natural guardians of 
the rights of the people, to institute an enquiry into this 
most important matter, and to afford to the community, 
ind particularly to the improved objects of Stephen 
irard’s bounty, an effectual relief. 
The following resolutions were offered by Alex. E, 
Dougherty, and unanimously adopted : 
Resolved, T hat the efforts of Messrs. Benton, For 
hvtli, Rives, W ilkins ami their colleagues in the Senate 
—and of Messrs. Polk, Cambreleng, Beardsley, Lytle 
and their colleagues, in the House of Representatives ot 
the United States, in defence of the course of the ad­ 
ministration, in regard to the bank, and the cause ot 
the ecoFLt, deserves the thanks of the Democratic 
party.

Resolved, That the violent and proscriptive course of 
the Hank party—and the abusive and threatening lan­ 
guage of the Hank press—towards our Senators YY in 
Wilkins and Samuel McKean,—and our representativ« 
from the first district, Dr. Joel B. Sutherland, is viewed 
with scoru and indignation by their constituents, and 
those gentlemen may rest assured that their course is 
approved by the whole Democratic party. 
Resolved, That a committee of three, in each ward 
district, and township, in the city, atid county, he ajs 
pointed to get signitures to the memorial; and forward 
the same to the Legislature. 
Resolved, That a copy of the proceedings ui this 
meeting, he forwarded to the President of the 1 ruted 
States, to each of the representatives and Senators of 
Pennsylvania in Congress, to the Governor and each of 
the representatives and Senators ol the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, and that they be published in the Globe, 
at YVashington, and ail the democratic papers of this 
city.
